1 . Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Harris 
(5,923,556). 

Harris discloses in Fig. 1 A and IB, a graphic and sound coordinated novelty item as well 
as a method of promotion comprising: a novelty item (10) having a visible surface (13a and 14a); 
a main graphic (21) displayed on the visible surface (13); and a complex sound waveform 
(electrocardiogram (20), as stated in Col. 2, lines 25-51) displayed on the visible surface (14), 
wherein the complex waveform is associated with the main graphic. Harris further inherently 
discloses the method of promoting. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hicks (2,997,306). 
Hicks discloses in Fig. 1 and 5, a graphic and sound coordinated novelty item: a novelty 

item (10) having a visible surface (13); a main graphic (26) displayed on the visible surface (13); 
and a complex sound waveform (embossed sound track (18), as shown in Fig. 5, wherein the 
embossments depict a waveform) displayed on the visible surface (13), wherein the complex 
waveform is associated with the main graphic.
